An important law waa prcmulRated in 
Bogota, capital of Oulombia, on Auguat 
Slst, respecting the olaima of foreigners 
for losses suffered during the late revolu- 
tion. It provides that the Minister of 
Foreign AlTaira ahall pronounce judgtnoiit 
on them; claimants will be allowed tu 
appeal to the supreme court; the uaiiou 
Will not-hold.ittelt.,reaponaiblB for dam- 
ages suffered at the hands of.the revolu- 
tionista. 

The oonfiiot which momentarily threat 
ened to produce a war in Central Amer- 
ica, in reference to the boundary question 
between Nicaragua aud C<)ata Rica, thanks 
to the prudence and. common sense of the 
rnlan nf the two repubtios, will be peace 
. fully and satisfactorily arranged, and thus 
the looses which all feared would occur 
will be averted.

Uia 
friends, however, discredit the report of 
his death and stite that his desertion of 
the ship was duo to puraonal causes and 
CO. to di^hjneaty, and ihi.i when hat 
heard from, early in July, ho stated th.ic 
be waa on hir way home, and would e.x- 
plain Bverythinx satisfactorily. The be- 
lief is that he waa murdered by the 
gui lea he employed.

THE SEWERAOE SOHEHrE. 

We nnderstaud thnt tho n-port of the 
Bowerago committeo, mul ^[osHl■«. ("rum. 
tou A Pickoriug'H soheuio wiw ready yen- 
terday for mailing to lUl property lioldora, 
and is uowdoubllesH in thoirhauila. TLoho, 
however, must not run away witli the idea 
that the soheme ia, "like thft Uwb of thu 
Modes and PeiBiand," uaobangeable. 
Ou the oontiary, the object is to place tho 
pamphlet before nil interested ia the mat- 
ter iu order that they may suggcat such 
ohiinges as to tlieiu may sneiii bust. The 
council huve iu view the greatQBl good of 
the greatest number and are anxious that 
their desire Khould bo attained, Nobody, 
except a "uioHaback" or two, donios that 
the city needs driiiuugo, aud uoods it badly. 
The people favored a aowernge project laat 
year when they authorized the laat council 
' to prepare plans, and it now only romaiufl 
, for them to oonsider those laid before thoiu. 
The city revenue in 1885 was S131, - 
833, aud it ia thought that it will this year 
xeaeh $HO,000, if not more. "With such 
a financial condition the city is in a good 
position to begin ao luucli ueodod a work. 
Tho amount required, §500,000, cuuld bo 
floated as a loan in tho Eiigliyli luiirkct, 
at par, bearing interest at ik per cunt for 
BO years. To pay the interost aud sink- 
ing fund on the amount of the proposed 
loan the sum of §20,933 would have to be 
raised annually, this aum being equal to 
three-fourths of 1 per cout on the asaeasad 
value of the property within the sewer 
limits. Instead of levyicg a rate upon 
the aaaeased value of the property the 
conimittee propose charging a sewer rent, 
at 30 iiiiicli per foot froiitagu, and for that 
purpose havu divided thu city into sower 
districts. Property is classified according 
tu the benefits derived, and in tho coni- 
luittee's opinion the plan if adopted 
would b« levying a more equitable rate 
than if it wore based upon the aaleeaed 
value. The report gives an illustration 
which clearly explaina the acheiiae: "For 
example, take a lot on Government street 
occupied as throe stores, with three or 
fourotlices upstiirs, the asaeased valuo of 
which is $22,200, as compared with a lot 
OD Pandora street with a building thereon 
capable of accommodating 12 persons, 
tho assosBcd value of which is f3,500; if a 
sewer rati) w^is levied according tu the as- 
sessed value the fornior would havo to pay 
$166.50 yearly whilst the latter would 
only pay $26 25, thus showing how unfair 
such a rate would be, but under the front- 
age soheme, the firtt named lot 
would pay §10.60 yearly, tho 
latter $12." Tliey submit that this 
is a strong argument iu favor of the 
frontage scheme which has been adopted 
in most eastern citiea. They add that "the 
district plap will etve an annual income of 
§32,600, which will be quite sufficient to 
meet tho interest and binking fund, with 
a surplus fur maintenance and working 
expenaea." Our morning contemporary 
recently stated in an attempt to frighten 
the property holders that the real acnount 
" of money that would be required for the 
sewers, would probably go up into ''the 
millions" before they were completed. 
Tiiis ia about aa near the truih as the 
statement in hia Monday's itsuo, which 
«ays that the council haa not .the power 
to increase taxation on property, and that 
if the loan should pass, application would 
be made to the legislature for power to do 
so. It is tu be regretted that every scheme 
for tho cit3''9 im[)i (iveineut should bo 
hounded duwii-witliout reason by a jour- 
nal whicli should long ago have joined the 
onward movement which baa for 
its object the placing of Victoria in 
the poaitlun she should occupy. 
We do nut believe, however, that the 
'•hard times" ravings of our contemporary 
will influence in tho slightest degroe tho 
property holders of thia city. In any 
event it is desirable that they ahoiild 
"read, mark, learn and in-.vardly digest' 
the contents of the liiilo pamidiU t now be- 
fore them :,nd 80 inform themselves fully 
of tho matter. Some timo will ehipae be- 
fore tho bylaw will bo submitted and in 
the meantime tho fullest discns.-iioti can 
be had of the acheuio. V^w people deny 
that tho city needs to bo made "awoct and 
wholuaomu"— any dilforonoes there may 
bu aro simply differencoa of ilotail, and 
there ia little doubt that these can be 
eaaily adjusted to tl o satiafaction of all. 
Tlioao desiring to fully investigate the 
matter can inspect for tbemselves the 
plana and apecifications now on file at tiie 
city hall. 

A GREAT CONSTITOTIOHAL AU- 
THORITY. 

The versatile editor of the Times as- 
BUines t ) himaelf nn authority in all mat- 
ters which come up fur diacuasion iu tho 
contemporary prtas, which would bo 
laughable were it not an evicieaco of an 
egotism which is disgusting. After deal- 
ing with the arguments of an adversary 
he readily and invariably comes to the 
colicluaion that he lia>) said all there is to 
say abuul (lie iiiatt(;r, and that he haa 
left no standing ground for hia opponent. 
"Thus," he concludes in the leading 
article of yesterday's issue, "it will be 
seen thatT/te Coloniit as an authority on 
Oanadian political precodctita — na on 
most topics it attenipiH to diacusa — is ns 
wide of the mark aa aro tho tvTo polos," 
The fiat has gone forth, und i!w great 
mind whidh attempts, to guide the for- 
tunes of the Time* must be regarded aa 
unanswerable. In fact, he "knows it all,*' 
and on matters affecting political (luca- 
tior.a is a great conhtiluLional authority. 
Such arrogance may bo considered by 
our contemporary as an evidonoo of tho 
truth of hia statwineiit-i, but hardly 
fails to deceive tho public, who prefer 
logic to bluKtitr, He ttatea. that our data 
conoorniMg thu precedents in Oanadian 
history proving tlie correttlieaH of tho 
poaitiun taken by Mr, Koas in (,>iiebeo are 
incorrect. Let us take tliem up one by 
one and examine int) the facts. Wo re- 
peat that the Sandtield MnccUmnld gov- 
vernment waa coippletely routed in lliu 
Ontario elections in 1871, tho Tiiriea to 
the cjntrary notivithstanding, and in 
proof thereof will (piote an authority, 
which it will of course bu tho laat to 
question. The Toronto Globe — our con- 
temporary's poHtioal mentor — of the 28tk 
of March, 1871, stated the results of tho 
olectiona aa follows:

So maoh, aa the Times would say, 
for one precedent. The champion of Mr. 
Blake.very unkindly andquite unnecessari- 
ly makes reference to the "speak now" in- 
cident — one of tho black stains on the 
political life of Mr, Blake and quite un- 
worthy of that "christian gentle- 
man," as Mr. Oharltou denominated 
liim. Again, we did not say thst 
the Oartier-Macdonald government was 
defeated at tho general oloctiona of 1801. 
What we did say was that it was rirtualhi 
hcatcii but that "no one for that roahon 
objected, because tho house which was 
elected in .luly was not convoked until 
the following March — eight months later." 
It will be remembered. that George Brown 
was slaughtered in east Toronto, and the 
whilom friendship of tho defunct 
grit leader proved fatal to the for- 
tunes of JMessrs. Dorion, Thibaudoau und

Tho 
reialt of the elections showed aomeim- 
pottaat gains for the ministry in Upper 
Canada, but these were more than couu- 
tarbalanoed by losses iu the lower pro 
viuca. The result is stated by reliable 
authorities to hare been aa follows :—

Did Mr. Maodonald "practice the rirtuos 
of resignation?" No, he convoked the 
Lcgialature for thelSthof August, and by 
arts which doubtless our contetriporary 
knows something of, though by iiu moans 
peculiar to Ont.irio politica, managed to 
remain in powor several months. A. shut 
lie took place in the Cabinet, M. Sict tto 
being thrown, over and M. Dorion tikiu; 
his place. Tho house met on the I'Jth of 
February, 1804, tho govoriior'a speech by 
its absolute silonoe upon any diacuaaion- 
provoking policy, revealing tho fuars of 
tho ministry. The opposition made a vio- 
lent onslaagbt upou the ministry, and, 
disgusted with the outlook, the premier 
resigned on the 21at of March, up to 
which time no important work had been 
done, Lord Monck then entrusted the 
formation of a ministry to iNIr.

Cartier, government, as the Times says, 
came into existence. Our contemporary's 
political hidvry, it will be seen, is not 
oven authentic. Thus it will be seen that 
the Colonist is an authority on (Janadian 
political precedents, as ou most topics it 
diacusaei.

When we look fur 'i'urki'y 
in Europe on our latest maps we II ml ,i 
country so much reduced and alt ;re<! in 
shape that it ia ditiicult to recogiii/.u 
it as a portion of tho nation which, 
only A few years since, eontrolled 
I J large an extent of terr .t iry. 
Greece, although she haa got hilt a .'.mall 
part of what slie claims, has .slill made a 
large encroachment on thu aoutli, and 
Austria, Servia, Montenegro, Bulgaria and 
Roumaniahave taken away about two- 
thirds of the roniainder. When tlio Turk 
invaded the continent ho cuiu|uered ii peo- 
ple far more civilized than liim.'ielf, and 
with such dependencies his rule hiii never 
been peaceful. Albania la HiiU pictured as 
forming a section of Turkey proper, and 
really opnatitotee more than .half the ex- 
tent thus designated. Considerable of 
tho territory auppoaed to belong to Ron- 
melia ia iuliuhited by Albanians. TIiIk 
haa boon deacribed as the moat loyal part 
of all the Ottoman orapiro. But in fact 
the people havo very little to do 
with Turkish uQiciala and are chiefly 
controlled by a rude form of village 
government. Having constant war 
with each other or witii tho fierce Miin- 
tuiiogrina they offer splendid inatorial 
from which to recruit an army, und thu 
finest battalions in the Turkish service 
are now composed almost entirely of Al- 
banisna, Their language and otlinr cliar- 
acteristica auggoat that a largo prnporliun 
of them o,ro desrondanta of the ancient 
Oreokfl. There aro many Bulgai:ianB, and 
some of the wildcat anti most war-like 
who inhabit the nottbern districts are 
MoDtenegrinB, who have embraoed the 
Mohammedan faith. Late reports from 
this country of valiant barbariaiiB indicate 
that they are gettinc very reatleaa uiitier 
tho soinblance c-if authority which the im- 
perial ofliciala exercisu, und before a great 
while we niiiy o.Kpect Ij hear that thoy 
have made a strikd fur complete inde- 
pendence.

The 
main building, which is of brick, is 
85x37 ft. , and is subdivided into retort

Tho co^l shed 
is a 50x30 frame building with a capacity 
of 300 tons. Tho gas holder tank is of 
brick laid in cement, and is 62 ft. in 
diameter by 20 ft. depth, inside measure- 
ment Tho ga? holder is 00x20, with a 
capacity of (jO.OOO cubic feet, or of a 
Buffioiont flizo for a city witli 10,000 in- 
habitants. The works are also located 
with a view to enlargement. As they now 
stand the works have cost $65,000. Every- 
thing about them has the appearance of 
being of the most substantial character, 
and they are well known to have been 
ounstruclcd after the tnodt modern and 
approved plan.

Death of a Favorite. 

Poor Cooky is dead! It was not old 
age, tho presence of disease, or some 
untoward nooident, that cut short his life, 
but the ruthless hand ot man, who, in a 
moment of passion, on being bittou, seized 
a stick and broke one of Cooky's wings.

For six years Cocky 
graced a perch at Joe Levy's restaurant on 
Goveinmeut street, and his wonderful 
knowledge for a bird drew many people to 
see him perform surprising tricks. He was 
a aulphur-crosted cockatoo from Australia 
and a bird of unusually large si/.o and beau- 
ty. "Whon tbo celebrated Crystal Smith 
took his Buddcu departure Cooky was the 
only legacy loft behind. Ho was a pet for 
all who saw him, and his powers of imita- 
tion wore remarkable. 'Vhouarw a person 
entered tho restanraut he would stretch out 
bis claw and say "Shake hands, oome and 
kisa Cooky," at the same time plac- 
ing his beak close to , theii faces. 
At a word of command he would 
assume tho a'titudo of Lhe American 
eagle, also, turn a somersault over hia 
perch and on tho cuuiitjr. When tired 
he would ask t ) go t ) bed, ho would ex- 
tend either paw ua the right or loft was 
called for and know tho dill'erence perfect- 
ly. His cheery good-bye to people who 
were leaving tho restiurant will ever re- 
main a memory to them. Cocky was 
never vicious and could be Imndled by 
any stranger without fear. For years an 
old gentleman who ate at the restaurant 
would have the bird for hia companion on 
the opposite side of the table at broakfaat. 
Tho morning after Oocky's unfortunate 
death he missed tho bird from its accus- 
tomed place, enquired for it, and when 
told what had Imppenod ho was moved to 
tears and left hia meal untouched. A 
short time before his death he received a 
visit from a green parrot, and the two be- 
came fast friends . One day the parrot 
caught tho words "turn over, dcky," 
from the bystanders, and commonceil to 
rspeat them. Everytinie ho said "turn 
over, Cooky," tho faithful bird, true to 
hia nature, would turn on tho perch, and 
for an hour he wont around like a 
cart-wheel, while tho parrot kept up the 
commands, laughing merrily at the sport 
When Grace Hawthorne, the charming 
litttleaclroas, WH3 in Victoria, she iiitr.j- 
duced Cocky on the stigo in one of tho 
aoeiiea of a play; but this was the tirst and 
only time he appeared in public.

Three IliKhblnders Unable to 
fay, in Prison for Two 
Yearn. _ — 



In a few days Mr. Thoo. Davie, in the 
supreme court, will move that an order bo 
granted for the release of tho throe Chinese 
imprisoned, two years ago for contempt of 
court. It will be remembered that at tho 
assizes ot 1884, during the trial of a 
Chinese abduetlou case, Ah Pow, the in- 
terpreter in the case, complained to Judge 
Creaso that he had been threatened with 
death by tluee^bighbinders.dn James Buy 
bridge while on his way to court. These 
wore Wong Ham lum. Shin Quon and 
Wong Ying. Thoy wore arrested and 
brought before tbo judge, who sentenced 
them each to six inouthH' imprisonment, 
one to a lino of ^^lOOU, tho other two to a 
fine of $500 each, and to continue in pris- 
on until the lines wore i)aid. 

The Hip Sing Tong socioly ot highbind- 
ers, then recently formed, wore a sec- 
tion of the Chinese elumuut that promised 
considerable trouble. However, Mr. Justice 
CroaHo's prompt action had a very salutary 
ofYect aud dampened the ardor of the ro- 
umiiiiug highbinders so much that very 
little has since! boon heard from them.

To thk EniTOii: — 'I'ne attention of the 
public is again being cUrectud tu the In- 
dian land c^uestion, and well will it be for 
the province if tho subject is met, dis- 
cussed, and settled honestly, dispasaion- 
atoly and equitably. 

Tiie question of laud interests is con- 
fessedly just now a knotty and vital one 
for more countriea than Bniiah Columbia, 
No question of modern times is engroa..)- 
iijg uo muoh timu and taxing the talents 
of our atatosmon. And it ia notorious 
that most of tho troubles of this gener- 
ation ore the outooino of blundering and 
injustice in years gone by, in reference tg 
land matters. 

British Columbia is called upon to set- 
tle tho question aqUHruly and justly. It 
ia not a matter to be settled by abusing 
individuals or talking of generaiitiea. If 
British Columbia is to bo exempt from tho 
errors and sad experience ot older coun- 
tries the righti ot the Indiana in the lana 
muat be aacortained, doiined, enforced, 
and as sacredly defended aa tho rights of 
white men aro. 

Unfortunately, tbo question is ham- 
pered at the outset by the fact that the 
Indians are the weak, the poor, and tho 
despised ones. In asserting their claims 
they are, therefore, over in danger of jiroiis- 
tug the euiuity and groed of their powerful 
neighbors. 'Those of us who dure be- 
friend them or interpret their words 
org views are denounced aa con- 
spirators. Be it so. Hiat'jry is 
ever repeating itself because the 
conditions of life remain tinchanged. 
'The struggle of right with wrong inevit- 
ably must go on to tho disadvantage of 
right till tho tune on the organ of the 
present diapenaatioii is finished and the 
stop is changed by tho hand oi the Omni- 
potent and All-wiae. 

For tho purpose of throwing now light 
on the subject at issue, it may not bo in- 
opportune at this juncture to place before 
the public the statements of persons in 
authority nuw living, and leave readers to 
decide for themselves whether thoao per- 
sons who deal with facts are misleaders or 
not in Indian affairs. The superintend- 
ent-general of Indian affairs occupying the 
samo position as Sir John Mucdoiiald 
doei now towards iho Indians, iii a com- 
munication to the provincial government 
dated Ottawa, Nov. 2, 1874, says: "A 
cnrBOty glance at these documents is 
enough to show that the present state of 
tho Indian land question in our territory 
west of tho Rocky Mountains is moat un- 
satisfactory, and that it is the occision 
not only of groat discontent among tho 
aboriginal tribes, but also of serious alarm 
to the white settlers. The guaranteeing 
the aborigines of British Columbia tho 
continuance of a policy as liberal as was 
pursued by tho local government seems 
little short of a mockery of their oloims." 

"If there has not been an Indian war 
it is not because there has been no injus- 
tice to the Indians, but baoauB^the In- 
dians have not been sufficiently united." 

Again, in a communication from tho 
department of justice, dated Ottawa, lOtli 
January, 1875, occur tho following: 

"No Burreudora of lands in British 
Columbia province has ever been ob- 
tained from the Indian tribes with one 
exception. . . . Any reservations 
which have been made have been arbi- 
trary on tho part of tho government, and 
without tho aasent of the Indiuna them- 
selvea."

Laws Ancient and Modern. 

To run Editou. — Foregoing tho ous- 
tcmiury candied salutatory as to the influ- 
ence of your widely circulated journal 
permit me to call attention to the follow- 
ing, in tho hope that snme abler pen than 
mine may be enlisted in tho cauee of jus- 
lice and humanity, 

In Rome (.500 B. C.) tho law of debt 
wos extremely severe. A poraon wishing 
to b.:rrow money entered into a nexum, 
or became neaMW when ho pledged himself 
and all belonging to him for the payment 
of a sum of money which ho then receiv- 
ed. If this money was not repaid at tho 
appointed time, the debtor waa brought 
before the pitstor, who assigned him as a 
slave to his creditor. *In auch a state of 
things a spark will kindle a conflagration. 
When Appiua Claudius and 1'. Servilius 
v/ore consuls, an old man covered with 
filth and rags, with squalid hair and 
board, pale and emaciated, rushed one 
day into the Forum and implored tho aid 
of the people, showing the scars and 
wounds received in eight and twenty 
battles Several recognizing in him one 
who had been a bravo captiin, eagerly 
iiKjuired the cauao of his preaent wretch- 
ed appearance. Uo said that while ho 
was serving in tho Sabine war his house 
and farm-yard had been plundered and 
burnt by the enemy; the tributes had 
nevertheless been exacted of him; ha had 
been obliged to borrow money; principal 
and accumulated interest had o iten up all 
his properly; tho aeiitence of the law had 
given himself and his two sous as slaves 
to his creditor. A general upronr arose; 
all both in and out of debt a.saembled and 
clamored for some legal relief. Wars 
and troable followed and finally the hate- 
ful law was abolished. 

In the year of our Lord 18C — one of 
the greatest wars of modern tim-.'s was in 
progroas in the United Stales. Thousands 
of men who fought gallantly in both sides 
now carry with them honorable scars re- 
ceived in battle. A citizen of the repub- 
lic came a faw years ago to British Col- 
umbia and engaged in commerce. The 
firm of which lie was a member became 
unable to pay their debts. This man was 
arrested in Savonat Ferry on his way to 
Victoria, at the inttance of a Wharf street 
merchant, on the pleas that he waa leav- 
ing the province, and has now been con- 
fined in Kamloops jail for ten long weary 
months in the company of thieves, vaga- 
bonds and !)iini/erer,f, without any trial or 
investigation whatever as to tho charges 
for which he ia imprisonetl. How long is 
this man to ^ine lu want and dungeon- 
gloom, shut in from the common air and' 
common use of hia limbs, and to be com- 
pelled to oat the bitter broad of priaon 
faro. In the darkest periods of humau 
reason, when vice the most atrocious was 
seated upon altars and honored by the 
incense of nations, sensibility to diatreaa 
remained a sacred, though solitary, virtue, 
amidst the prevailing corruptions of the 
world.

A Tragedy of Real Life. 

A sad Btory is rslatod concerning a 
young French-Canadian who left Montreal 
a few days ago. This young man, who 
moved in tho best society, was the adopt- 
ed son of a rich and respectable citizen in 
a neighboring district. ' Although about 
twenty years old he had never suspected 
his true origin until a few days ago some 
offensive reinarka made by a thoughtlees 
person arouaod hia suspicion. On con- 
sulting thu public registers, ho was as- 
tounded to find written against his name 
the fatal remark: "parents unknown." 
He rushed homo to his "father" — who 
had brought him up as hiB own son, on 
the same footing aa hia children, and had 
given him a sound education in one of 
our best collogcB — and asked an explan- 
ation. The gentleman, seeing the secret 
disclosed, informed him that almost twen- 
ty years ogo a child only a few months 
old was left al his door. He had taken 
and cherished him like one of his own, 
and that child was himself. A few years 
later it was ascertained that his father was 
a man of English origin who had settled 
in tbe United States, and that his mother 
a French-Canadian, had then just died, 
'.'he adoptive father and hia wifo were the 
only persons in tho family who knew the 
strange story, and thoy had always kept 
the secret, 

Tho young man became almost crazy, 
and rosolvod to leave the country. See- 
ing that it was impossible to induce him 
to remain, his benefactor gave him a 
round Sinn of mon.iy, and tho poor young 
felli,iw left for California a few daya ago. 

Oo Thuraday laot the family, who wore 
dLiitracled OTor tho departure of their 
cheriahod one, roceivod a telegram in- 
forming them that ho had shot himself in 
tho cheat with a pistol on arriving at 
Omaha. The dispatch, however, stated 
that the ball had been extracted and that 
there wbb hope of his recovery. 

Enolamd having accepted tho risk and 
so incurred the cost of putting down by 
force of arms an attempted revolution in 
Egypt, which was directed against tho 
dual control of Franco and England aa 
much as against the Khedivo, and Franco 
having declined to iiitorforo, and even 
having withdrawn altogether when it came 
tu a fight, it is rather cool of her tO step 
ill now that England has Bucooedod in 
bringing about somothing liko good gov- 
erninenl, and demand her witlidrawal. 
Apart from England's own claims, there 
are tho claims of Egypt uptni her. Tho 
withdrawal of English troops would bo 
tho signal for a roauinption of tho former 
corrupt, e.xtravagaiit and tyrannical 
methods of Pasha admiiUHtrntioii which 
rosultod in rebellion. England's Asiatic 
interests are too groat to allow tho Suez 
Canal, the finoat pathway to ludiaand the 
East, being controlled by a country likely 
to bo given over to anarchy. When the 
route to the Easl.i I'a Caiirvdu, is thorough- 
ly established, perhajia the withdrawal of 
England from Egypt, and olso from con- 
tinental politics, will not bo far off. In 
thu inoantime, England might answer 
Franco's demand with another, namely, 
"Withdraw from Tunis."

Additional Testimony CORROBORiiTiyE 
or 80HWATicA'8:ij|CDe«i'r OlsoovnfEa. 

•NBTryoRK, Oct. 22. — William i.ib- 
by jr,7 'Professor of the Physical Guo- 
graphy.Jp-^JBrinoeton College and sci- 
entist of vtbe Times Alas.ka.. Expedition, 
arrived in Kew'Ydrk bk Monday. To 
a Times reporter .-he^ said;" "Beyond 
doubt no white man ever saw the 
Jones river or Oastina Lake, and no 
white man ever stood upon the glaciers 
named Jand described or upon the Chaix 
Hill^'in advance of the Times Expedi- 
tioii. r beard' of this controversy wlien 
I reached Sitka, and consequently am 
not speaking on the spur of the mo- 
ment. 1 would like to say that the 
river which the Sun refers to is a 
'map' river, and as such is in nil pro- 
bability a conjecture river. The occu- 
pants of the vessel at sea in Icy Bay 
w.ould be provided with Abundance of 
proof, in the discoloration of the water, 
of the existence of u river emptying 
into the sea at tiiat point, and the dot- 
ted outlirie of n coiij(?Lturul river would 
be a warrantable addition to a map, 
but there is no pardon for placing there 
a line which means nothing else than 
known and defined the presence of the 
river. If such a stream were seen it 
was siniply one of the numeroua and 
ever-chiin{,'ing branclie.M of Jones river 
l.iy wliieb it reaches the sea. 

1 made a very interesting and im- 
portant discovery at Sitka. The Coast 
Survey map of Kruzov Island gives 
three mountains, and at its end an ex- 
tinct volcano, Mount Edgecombe, anu 
two others, which I have hiiard have 
been named on an old Russian map. I 
camped near mount ICdgecomhe, climb- 
ed its summit and made the discovery 
that it 19 . A.mere parasitic cone, on tho 
side 0* a much larger and more ancient 
volcano. No one lias ever described the 
crater of the older volcano, which lies 
botwoou Mount I'^dgecombo and the 
otl.'er two mountains, directly to the 
north of it. The r(!inarkablu feature 
about this crat(!r in that it is live miles 
across in one direction and three in an- 
other, making it the largest crater 
known in nothern latitudes. It has an 
even floor, from 1,5000 to 2,000 feet 
below the upper edge of the rim, 
which is covered with beautiful forests 
und contains a nuniljer of beautiful 
lakes, la its centre is one which is evi- 
dently a monument of the volcano's 
last struggle for existence. That crater 
was the origin pf all Xh|8 part of Kru- 
»0v Island."
